The  Latin  and  Greek  languages  are  fubSl 
jects  of  univerfal  importance.  If  they  are  of 
real  fcrvice,  .in  the  education  of  youth,  let  us 
underltand  their  value  ;  if  they  are  ufelefs, 
we  pught  to  fupjily  their  place  with  more  va- 
luable knowledge.  As  &  confidlrable  partoj 
the  nioft  valuable  time  of  youth,  is  often  fpcnt 
ton  the  dead  languages,  a  candid  difcuffioh  of 
the  fubject  cannot  be  deemed  unimportant. 

All  that  can  be  laid,  in  favor  of  the  Latin 
and  Greek  languages,  maybe  included  under 
two  heads.  Firft.  They  mud  help  to  un- 
derftand  our  language.  Secondly.  There 
mull  be  fufficicrK  knowledge  obtained  by  our 
youth  from  ancient  authors,  to  compenfat- 
for  the  time  and  moneyfpent  in  the  ftudy  of 
them. 

The  Engliftl  fay  that  Latin  and  Greek  are 
neceffary  to  underftand  the  origin  and  force  of 
words  in  their  own  language.  This  argu- 
ment  will  prove  too  much,  and  totally  dtftroy 
■itfelf.  Our  language  has  its  origin  and  is  de-  j 
fived  from  feveral  languages  befides  Latin  , 
and  Greek  ;  and  if  it  is  neeelHiry  to  ftudy  one  j 
of  them,  there  is  the  fame  reafon  for  Undying  ! 
all.  Accoiding  to  Dr.  Johnfon,  the  princi- 
pie  original  words  in  the  Englilh  language  arc  , 

derived  from  the  following  fources  From  j 

the  Latin  language  6732  words — French  i 

4812— Saxon    1665— Greek   1148  Dutch! 

691 — other  hnguages  736.  If  we  cannot 
underftand  Lnglifli,  without  kftowin  ;  all  th,e  , 
originals  of  which  it  is  compofed,  we  mull  i 
firft  learn  Latin.  The  next  in  importance  is 
French.  Afrer  this  Wt  muft  diY«  into  ■ 
old  Saxon  Lnni-'.-e.  We  muft  next  labor  • 
tlirou  ,h  the  Greek,  Duech,  German,  Italian,  , 
Welch,  Spnmfh,  ice.  tec.  But  it  is  a  well] 
known  fact  that  no  pcrfon  is  able  to  learn  all 
thefe  languages,  and  it  is  equally  well  known 
that  our  bell  writers  are  acquainted  only  with 
Latin  and  Greek.  If  then  our  fiifl  orators 
have  learned  only  to  fmall  a  part  of  the  origi- 
nals, and  if  to  undo  (tied  Eo|  lift  it  is  nect'JTa- 
ry  to  know  them  all,  I  would  alk  how  have 
they  obtained  elegance  and  accuracy  ?  How- 
have  they  obtained  the  whole  by  knowing 
only  a  part  ?  There  cannot  be  a  plainer  con- 
.fequence  than  this;  that  we  do  underftand  . 
E.icdifh  and  can  write  it,  without  knowing  any  i 
of  the  languages  from  which  it  is  derived.  j 
We  ought  carefully  to  difii.'.rnifh  between 
words  and  ideas.  Words  are  mere  arbitrary 
marks  which  reprefent  ideas,  but  have  no  con- 
nection with  the  ideas  thenifclves.  Hence, 
different  nation,  make  ufe  of  words  totally 
different  to  exprefs  the  fame  ideas.  When 
cultom,  which  is  the  foundation  and  lifp  of 
every  language,  has  eftablifhed  a  particular 
■word,  to  reprefent  a  particular  idea,  it  is  of 
n»  confequence  to  know  where  that  word 
came  from  or  what  it  once  fignificd.  We 
have  only  to  attend  to  the  force  and  applicati- 
cation  of  words  in  our  own  time. 

But  words  are  continually  changing  their 
meaning.  As  fcience  and  the  human  mind 
advance,  new  difcoveries  and  improvements 
take  place,  and  it  is  neceffary  to  have  new 
words  to  exprefs  thefe  new  ideas.  Our  lan- 
guage now,  is  extremely  different  from  what 
it  was  two  or  three  centuries  ago.  Whoever 
fliould  attempt  to  perufe  lb  me  of  our  old  En- 
glifh  authors,  would  find  nearly  as  much  dif- 
ficulty as  in  reading  a  foreign  language.  If 
fuch  a  change  has  taken  place,  in  fo  Ih^rt  a 
time,  have  we  any  reafon  to  conclude  that 
we  ufe  words  now  in  the  fame  fenfe  as  they 
■were  ufed  in.  the  original  languages  from 
whence  they  arc  derived  ;  and  if  we  do  not, 
of  what  ufe  is  it  to  learn  thole  languages  ? 

When  the  fch'olar,  who  is  mailer  of  Latin 
and  Greek,  applies  to  Englifli  authors  he  is 
continually  involved  in  difficulties.  He  finds 
about  one  third  of  our  language  derived  from 
Latin,  but  the  words  are  not  ufed  in  the  fenfe 
to  which  he  has  been  accuflomed.  Where 
then  is  he  to  correct  himfclf  ?  What  (land- 
ard  is  he  to  follow  ?  The  anfwer  is  plain — 
He  muft  apply  to  the  bed  EngliOi  writers 
and  dictionaries.  This  is  the  only  expedient. 
He  here  finds  our  mod  approved  cuftoms; 
and  when  he  follows  thefe,  he  can  write  that 
part  of  our  language  which  is  derived  from 
French,  German,  Saxon,  &c.  with  the  fame 
cafe  and  accuracy,  as  that  which  is  derivied 
from  Latin  and  Greek.  If  we  learn  philofo- 
phy,  we  muft  lludy  philofophy,  if  we  learn  the 
VFrcnch  language  we  muft  ftudy  the  French, 
fcnd  if  we  learn  Englifli  we  muft  ftudy  that 
language,  and  that  only.

LONDON,  February  9. 
Tnr.  Italiam  Republic. 

The  confutations  at  Lyons  have  ended  in 
thefelf  promotion  of  Bucnapirte  to  the  Prtfi- 
dency  of  the  Italian  Republic,  fubflituted  for 
the  name  of  the  Cifaipine.  This' mi  t  eacti 
ordinary  meal  ure  has  been  r;\  v. x  Jly  taken, 
becaufe  no  perfon  was  to  be  (blind,  in  thfs  r.  w 
Republic,  of  fufficient  talents  and  reputation 
to  wntertake  the  tmft !  Thus  addinfflsfi  to 
injury.  The  placing  the  F refte h  Oottfal  at 
the  head  of  the  Italian  Republic,  is  not  a  more 
complete",  but  a  more  lagraftt  rfir notation  of 
all  Italy,  to  the  gigantic  Republic  of  France. 
The  Italians  wers  before  co/en.-d  of  their 
liberty,  their  independence,  and  -heir  proper- 
ty.! by  the  arts  of  a  pretended  friend  and  pro- 
tector :  they  are  now  plundered  of  them  by 
the  daring  impudence  of  a  nobn-dty  robber. 
The  thing  is  the  fame,  but  the  m.Mim  r  Is 
different,  and  the  manner  is  a  great  deal  in 
the  perpetration  of  injultice,  as  in  the  confer- 
ring a  benefit. 

The  new  plan  of  a  conftitvrtion  given  to 
the  Italians,  like  that  of  the  French,  is  very 
complex.  With  Colleges  no  lefs  than  three, 
Councils  of  Stattfmen,  Councils  of  Oators, 
Councils  of  Legislators,  a  Cenfurate,  if  we 
may  fo  call  it,  that  is  a  Council  of  Cenfors, 
and  what  not?  A  Government  of  men  who 
have  money  without  wit  ;  men  of  wit  who 
have  no  money,  &  men  who  have  neither  the 
one  nor  the  other;  Good  Heavens  1  how  are 
we  delighted  with  the  new  appellations  of 
l'ofii.lenti,  and  Dotti,  and  Commercial  ,  that 
is  in  plain  Englilh,  men  of  land,  men  of  learn- 
in;-,  men  of  trade  !  All  hon  n  able  men  !  And 
the  Colleges  too!  What  real  and  virtual  re- 
prrfentation  ;  what  a  happy  amalgamation  of 
riches,  learning,commerte  &  r.Tigicn-- a  grand 
harmonius  dance  of  all  the  heathen  ure -::•■> I  >gy 
typified  and  illuftrated  under  appropriate  pecu- 
liar images.  Kvery  property  and  perfo  la  •••• 
of  Heaven,  Earth  and  Sea,  finds  a  fnitahle 
organ  2nd  reprefentative  in  this  Italian 
Legitlauve  Mafiiucrade-— this  political  car- 
nival. 

The  Roman  Catholic  worfliip  is  declaxd 
the  ellablilhcd  Religion  of  the  Italian  Repub- 
lic.— This  mealure  is  effentially  neceffary  to 
the  confolidation  of  the  new  order  of  things. 
The  executive  power  is  in  the  hands  of  a  P;r- 
fident,  Vice-Prefideot,  a  GbnJjtVtn  of  Hate, 
legillative  council  and  minilters.  The  pow- 
ers of  the  Prefident  are  verv  extenfive.  He 
has  the  initiative  of  all  the  laws,  of  ail  nego- 
ciation,  the  appointment  of  miniftcrs,  and  of 
the  Vice-Preiideilt.  He  remains  in  offi 
ten  years,  and  is  indefinitely  re-eligihle.  I  lis 
Wary  is  500,000  livres;  the  Vice-Preiidorit's 
100,000. 


The  name  of  the  Italian  Republic  mi' II 
naturally  excite  jcaloufy.  It  is  prefuniptitin 
for  a  portion  to  a(7ume  the  title  oi  the  whole  ; 
and  it  mult:  necefLrily  give  umbrae,e  to  the 
kings  of  Naples  and  Etruria,  aud  even  to  the 
l'opc.  But  their  hopes  or  tl.eir  fears,  their, 
wrong's  or  their  rights,  a  they  li«r  at  the  mer- 
cy, fo  they  ferve  but  for  the  '.port  (  fti  e  c  <  r- 
fican  confnl.  This  new  claim  cf  Bttttncparte 
to  the  fovcreignty  of  the  greater  part  of  Ita- 
ly^ is  perhaps  but  one  (tep  to  the  confolidation 
of  the  whole:  and  there  aie  rot  warn  hg 
liioi'e  who  faceplate  upon  Buonaparte's  prepa- 
ring himfclf  a  Cafe  place  of  retreat,  in  the  e- 
vent  of  any  change  in  the  Government  of 
i  1  ante:  aad  this  opinion  thi  v  found  upon 
tiie  difficulty  of  holding  in  V>e  hand  the 
reins  of  Cut  h  a  mighty  power  as  Frauce  now 
poffeffes. 

Indeed,  if  Italy  could  he  rendered  totally 
independant  cf  France,  we  know  not  what 
could  be  a  greater  blcfling  to  its  inhabitants, 
or  to  the  world,  than  its  confolidation  into 
one  powerful  empire.  The  misfortunes  of 
that  beautiful  and  interfiling  country  have 
ever  been  attributable  to*  its  ciivifion  into 
fmall  dates  and  independent  cities,  leagued 
in  no  common  confederacy,  and  incapable  of 
any  defence  j  creating  perpetual  wars,  inex- 
Trtaguifbatile  refentments,  and  complicated  in- 
trigues. Thefe  arc  not  times  when  the  petty 
interefts  of  petty  princes  have  much  weight  ; 
nor  do  we  fee  why  the  'greater  potentates  of 
Europe  (liould  ir.tereff  Ebemieivea  in  their  fate 
whofe  power  is  but  'a  mockery  of  independ- 
ence, and  whofe  titles  renders  fceptres  ridi- 
culous. 

AffllHft  all  the  horror,  violence  and  injuft- 
ice,  of  a  revolutionary  period,  there  is  this  ad- 
vantatlge  to  be  detived,  that  ancient  claims, 
and  deep  rooted  prejudices,  militating  againft 
the  general  good,  are  overbalanced  mid  1'uhdu- 
cd  ;  it  is  poffible,  that  by  the  concentration 
of  its  powrr.  Italy  may  again  b  -  reftored  to. 
its  natural  dignity  ;  for  it  Will  with  that  con- 
centration, ultimately  be,too  powerful  to  lub- 
mit  to  the  yoke  of  France.  •  '  %-' 

It  would  perhaps  have  been  the  felicity  of 
Germany,  if  the  fhock  it  has  fuftained  had  dif- 
folved  its  Conltitution,  r.nd  united  its  force.

Rigaud  had  failed  for  Aux-Cayes, 
where  he  hopes  to  raife  a  confiderable 
number  of  his  old  friends,  and  attack 
ihc  rebels  in  the  fouth. 

The  black  general  Maarepas,  who 
commanded  at  Port-de-paix,  had  iurren- 
dered  himfelf  to  the  French,  together 
wiih  all  his  army,  amounting  to  nearly 
five  thn.ufan'd  men.

OF  LOUISIANA. 

The  ceCinn  of  this  country  to  France  has, 
of  late,  been  much  talked  of;  and  his  ex- 
cited, in  a  great  degree,  the  attention 'of , the 
citiaeni  of  the  weftern  country.  This  Was 
natural.  It  arofe  from  our  commercial  in- 
tercourfe  with  Louiuaha.  and  not  from  a  de- 
file in  the  weftern  people  to  withdraw  them- 
felves  from  the  goverunicnt  of  the  Union, 
and  unite  thenilrUfs  to  that  of  the  French 
republic,  as  has  been  flanderoufly  alTerted  by 
feveral  federal  prints  to  the  eaftward.  No, 
the  weftern  people  are  warmly  attached  to 
the  conftitution  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
its '  prefent  republican  adminiftration  ;  and 
their  plain  republican  manners  will  always 
prefent  a  formidable  barncr  againft  the  wild 
projects  ef  a  luxurious  and  intriguing  anfto- 
cracy.  This  is  the  true  realbn  of  the  hbcll- 
ew  alT<-r-.ion.  The  Ohio  and  MiCiffippi  ri- 
vers, affording  the  only  vent  for  the  nume- 
rous products  of  our  foil,  any  thing  concern- 
ing what  would  affoA  what  is  here  called. 
«  the  Orleans  trade,"  did  excite,  and  raui; 
continue  to  excite  our  attention.  VVhth  ■ 
conviction  of  this  truth,  we  make  the  follow- 
ing extracts  from  the  Aurora. 

That  paper  of  the  22du!t»  fhews  that  the 
projeft  of  fettling  Louifiana  had  been  con 
templatcd  by  the  government  of  France  raorr 
tV.'-ul  a  centurv  ago  ;  that  the  ccuntry  took  itf 
name  from  that  of  their  monarch  [Lou:s]  j 
that  tinder  the  famous  Milfiffippi  i'cheme. 
v  pro- -ftedbyJaw,  and  patronifed  by  the  French 
'  monarch,  12,000  perl'ons  of  both  fata  were 
fent  thither,  and,  through  the  perfidious  con- 
duct of  the  court  were  afterwards  abandoned. 
Having  fo  early  a.  claim  to  the  country,  the 
colonization  of  it,  ftill  continued  to  be  a  fa- 
vourite object  with  France. 

But  another  favorite  objeft  wai,  the  colo- 
nization of  Egypt,  to  makeup  for  the  left  of 
her  colonics  in  Afia,  and  to  provide  rcfources 
for  a  part  of  the  military,  on  the  ceffation  ol 
the  war. 

"  The  rpjeftton  of  choice  (fays  the  Aurora) 
between  Egypt  and  Louifiana  had  not  been 
determined  -when  the  revolution  of  the  4th 
of  September  1797;  broke  up  the  direftory 
and  fent  Pichegrue,  Willot,  Sec.  and  many 
others  who  had  been  in  favour  of  the  Louifia- 
na colony,  to  Cayenne.  The  negotiations 
then  pending  at  Lyfle,  and  which  terminated 
on  the  16th  of  that  month,  had  fome  effeft 
in  ultimately  deciding  the  queftion;  Serious 
preparations  had  been  made  fur  a  military  ex- 
pedition. Fleets  had  been  aaually equipped, 
and  arms  and  (lores  fuitable  for  that  moift 
climate.  How  the  deftination  of  thefe  fleets 
came  to  he  changed,  has  not  yet  been  pre- 
cifcly  afcertained,  but  it  has  been  attributed 
to  the  Macedonian  argument,  (gold.)  The 
deftination  had  not  been  changed  on  the  5th 
•f  November;  1797,  ifrherf  Buonaparte  #M 
appointed  to  the  command  of  the  army  of 
England.  The  difference  which  took  place 
'<etween  Barras  and  others  of  the  director^  in 
the  early  part  of  1798,  and  the  difcovery  of 
the  revolutionary  confpiracy  in-  Ireland,  put 
an  end  to  all  the'defigns  againft  that  country, 
and  thefe  who  had  been  in  favour  of  the 
Egyptian  conqueft,  happening  to  be  the  moft 
influential,  the  expedition  thither  was  refolv- 
td  upon,  and  Buonaparte  fet  out  for  Toulon, 
in  May  1793,  and  failed  on  the  19th  of  that 
month.  And  thus  was  the  project  of  colo- 
nizing Louifiana,  for  that  time  fet  afide  by 
accidental  occurrences. 

M  Amorig  the  reafons  repeatedly  urged  in 
this  paper  for  w'.diing  fuccefs  to  the  French 
expedition  in  Egypt,  was  becaufe  it  prevent- 
ed any  interference,  or  colour  of  interference 
ith  our  policy  ;  as  we  were  perl'uaded  that 
ugh  the  project  of  colonizing  Louifiana, 
of  Errypt,  is  more  than  a  century 
if  it  had  b«en  attempted  during  the 


year  1798,  the  enemies  of  odr  liberties  would 
have  urged  it  is  an  aa  conceived  by  the 
republicans,  and  executtd  with  a  view  to 
overthrow  the  federal  government. 

"  The  failure  of  the  French  in  Egypt,  did 
not  lell'en  the  exigency  of  the  policy  of  their 
provifiou  for  colonization.  Indeed,  the  na- 
ture of  the  prefent  government  of  France, 
renders  that  ebjea  infinitely  more  necelTary 
and  more  on  account  of  the  nature  and  ope 
ration  of  that  power,  which  the  ruler  of 
that  nation  has  taken  upon  him  to  exercife. 

"  Thefe  confiderations  were  not  matters  of 
indifference  to  the  prefent  adminiftration  nor 
to  its  members,  before  the  people  culled  then, 
into  pow  er.  Among-  the  firll  aas  of  the  pre- 
fent adminiftration,  were  the  arrangements 
to  guard  againil  the  chance  of  thole  evils, 
which  might,  in  a  fecondary  degree, arife  even 
fcom  prejudices.  The  new  iriinilier  fent  to 
Spain  by  our  government  was  fully  inftrucV 
ed  on  this  peint,  and  although  Mr.  Hay  aid,  in 
a  molt  bale  anil  fcandalous  manner  dared  to 
traduce  that  gentleman  on  the  floor  of  con- 
grels,  while  Mr.  C.  Pinckney  was  abfent,  that 
gentleman  has  fulfilled  his  inftructions  and  ef 
feCtcd  an  object,  which,  while  it  gives  nev 
lecUnty  to  the  territory,  and  enlarges  the 
trade  of  the  union,  will,  when  it,  is  developed," 
ihew  fo  the  people  o.  America  the  jullice  of 
the  choice  they  h..ve  mipe  cf  public  men,  and 
the  torelight^  intelligence  and  ability  with 
which  one  of  the  mo'.t  important  negociati- 
ons  that  has  taken  place  fir.ee  vt  had  a  nati- 
on..! exifltncc,  has  been  conduaed. 

u  \yc  will  not  fuppofe  that  the  federal  pa- 
pers know  and  conceal  the  faas — we  do  not 
pollcfs  a  knowledge  of  the  details,  but  thefe 
fads  we  know.  That  the  cohfular  govern- 
ment had,  upon  the  failure  of  the  Egyptian 
colony,  re fol red  to  adopt  that  of  Louifiana. 
We  are  informed  that  the  plan  had  been  carri- 
ed fo  far  as  the  appointment  of  a  governor, 
who  received  the  pay  as  fifth  for  fix  months, 
and  that  governor  was  general  Collot.who 
formerly  governor  of  Guadaloupe;  that  a 
prefect  was  appointed,  and  that  Adjrt,  former- 
ly ambaffador  here,  was  that  prefect. 

u  We  know  more,  that  Mr.  Livingfton  was 
not  48  notifi  at  Paris,  when  agreeably  to  his 
inftructions lie  took  up  this  fubject,  and  that 
the  ilfuc  ha.  been  the  abandonment  of  the 
defign  by  the  French  government.  General 
Cullot  and  citizen  Adet,  have  ceafed  to  re- 
ceive their  falarics,  and  the  Spanilh  govern- 
ment has  acted  with  a  liberality  on  the  occa- 
fion  towards  the  United  States,  and  in  her 
negociaiions  with  France  on  this  fubjeit,  that 
entitles  that  govci  neient  to  ourreijxct  ami 
attachment,. 

44  As  we  have  not  learned  that  this  fubjea 
has  been  acljufted  in  its  lateral  arrangements, 
we  do  not  think  ourfelvcs  at  liberty  to  oiler 
furmifes  on  the  fpecific  objects  to  which  it 
relates,  as  new  points  anfing  may  alter  fome 
of  the  inferior  difpolitions.  We  have  thought 
it  proper  to  be  thus  far  diffufive  on  this  occa- 
..on,  to  fliew  that-the  anti-republican  prints, 
are  as  deftitute  of  information  as  formeily 
— and  that  our  prefent  executive  had,  in 
:he  iirtt  hours  of  its  political  career,  entered 
upon  a  courfe  of  meafuies,  the  operation 
and  fcope  of  which,  when  fully  developed, 
will  be  found  glorious  to  them,  and  happy  for 
our  country."  ,      [Farm.

"  We  have  been  badly  accomodated,  here 
until  tbe  houfes  were  rebuilt,  fever.il  of  whicli 
have  already  been  erctled;  The  army  of 
the  general  in  chief,  Le  Gere,  has  been  out 
thefe  fifteen  days',  he  probably  is  at  Port-au- 
Prince  by  this  timet  THe  following  is  the 
actual  Hale  of  the  colony,  as  far  as  I  can 
learn  : — The  rape,  Port-dc-Paix',  Uonaives, 
St,  Marks,  and  Larcahave,  burnt  ;  Fort  Dau- 
phin an  J.  Port-au-Prince,  conquered  without 
accident  ;  the  Mole,  Aux-Cayrs,  Jeremy, 
JacqiSemel,  and  Petit-Guave,  declared  ("or  the 
French  and  in  their  poircmor.  Chrftophe, 
TouiJVaint',  and  DelTalines,  have  been  tom- 
pleat'y  beaten,  and  their  heads  are  profenb- 
ed.  The  latter  after  having  mafTacred  all 
the  whites  at  LeOgane,  Wan  tea  to  capitulate  ; 

but  it  has  been  refu'/ed  to  treat  with  him

done,  that  they  wereltill  alive  i  The  of- 
ficers knew  not  what  had  became  of  the 
people  belonging  to  the  American  veffels  j 
but  this  day  a  merchant  of  St.  Marc,  who 
made  his  el'cape,  arrived  here,  who  in- 
forms, that  he  left  the  inhabitants  orthat 
pl«-e,  and  all  the  Americans,  at  a  I'm  all 
fort  »3  miles  from  St.  Marc.

A  number  of 
window?  have  been  blown  in,  fome  houf  i 
have  been  entirely  unroofed  ;  the  -vanes  on 
the  top  of  Sr.  John's  and  Bride's  churches 
are  bent  like  bows,  and  rendered  ufelefs  ;  and 
the  (treets  are  ftrewed  with  dates,  bricks,  8tr. 
which  render  them  very  dangerous  to  bafTe&- 
gers." 

1  he  accounts  from  Liverpool  are,  that 
"mthy  houfes  are  blown  ('own  and  demdliih' 
ed  ;  innumerable  others  have  had  their  chim» 
iVy  thrown  down  in  every  part  of  tl"-  town. 
Many  lives  are  loft  in  the  ruins  ;  the  havoc 
made  in  the  river  Mercey,  furpilfes  all  de- 
fcription  ;  feveral  veffels  this  day,  at  tide 
tini-,  foundered  in  the  fight  of  the  inhabi- 
tants and  fpedators  on  Ihore,  and  in  fome  in- 
(lances  every  attempt  to  lave  the  perdhing 
failbri  proved  abortive. 

"  The  river  and  alonqr  the  Chefliire  Ihore. 
prefents  a  melancholy  fceiic  indeed: — dead 
bodies  thrown  up— pieces  of  wreck  floating 
here  aud  there  !— itoiror  has  been  depided 
in  every  countenance — each  perfon  afraid  ci- 
ther to  go  out  in  the  ftreet,  for  fear  of  being 
killed  by  the  falling  of  bricks,  flates,  ridg- 
infr3,  ice.  and  equally  apprehenfive  of  bis  life 
by  conftant  expectation  of  his  houfe  falling 
down  over  hira."
